Profefbor Elisha Gray, of Boston
ia said to have made a discovery
which promises equally extraordi-
nary results as thoe obtained from
the telephone. No patent has been
issued or applied for, but the inven-
tion is protected by thirty-eig- ht

different caveats. Meanwhile the
inventor is engaged in perfecting
the general plan, which can best
be described by the term auto tel-

egraphy. It is claimed that it will
be possible to write upon a sheet of
paper and have an autograph fac-

simile of the writing reproduced by
telegraph 300 miles away, and prob-
ably a much greater distance. Suc-

cessful experiments thu far have
been tried to about 300 miles.

The idea is not new. Years ago
the writer of this was laughed at
for endeavoring to perfect a plan
by which whole pages of manu-

script might be telegraphed as a

single character may be transmit-
ted at present. An entire message,
do matter how long, if written on

paper prepared in a peculiar man
ner, will some day be forwarded in-

stantaneously and received by an
instrument that will not require an
operator any more than a mirror
does to reflect the image of an ob-

ject in front of it.
Many electricians believe that

telegraphy will be so perfected that
a person standing before a mirror
in Carson, for instance, can call up
the likeness of a friend or corre-

spondent in New York and con-

verse with him by means of sijn
language, writing, or by motion of
the lips. Stranger things than this
are being done daily and not won-

dered at. The writer claim lo
have Grtt suzuested the scheme and
to be able to perfect it, but it will

require a little capital. For further

Julftt Vers Outdone.
A circular has been received at

tbe Navy Department from a Chi-

cago man announcing that he has
solved the problem of aerial naviga- -

. tion and is about to build a great
air ship which will start out on
June 1st of next year on a voyage
of discovery to the North Pole. He
estimates that a month's time will
suffice for the voyage, allowing ten
days or two weeks for scientific ob-

servation of the Arctic phenomena
The ship will carry 2U0 persons.
and travel at a speed of TO miles an
hour. The inventor undertakes to
carry with him representatives of
the press and scientists. The es-

sential feature of the discovery
consists of a great cylinder built cf
thin plates of steel, to which the
passenger car is attached. For the
ascending foice, instead of ras, a

partial vacuum is used, and eight
exhausting screw propellers, driven
by electric secondary batteries, will

propel the craft.
